Huntsville, Ala., June 17.—The body of 
Probate Judge W. T. Lawler lay in a 
morgue . tonight, . while county. officials 
Worked feverishly in an effort to locate 
his murderers. The judge was kidnaped, 
shot and beaten to death, and his body, 

weighted with steel, thrown into a slough 
on the Tennessee river. 

Judge Lawler had ‘just been renomi- 
nated after a spirited campaign.

He was last 
seen in the basement of the courthouse, 
where he had gone to look up a record.

As we edged close to the southwesterly 
shore of Lake Myadsiol we discerned cir- 
cular patches of white in the icé—some- 
times a dozen and sometimes twenty feet 
in diameter. That meant that here shells 
had fallen without exploding—bliindsgiin- 
gers the Germans call them—and in rid- 
ing by them one guides one’s horse clear 
of them, for the tap of a metal shoe at 
just the right point might send both 
horse and rider aloft. ¢ 


Many Slav Shells Defective. 

There is another kind of shell which 
fails in its mission. Itis an ‘* Ausbla&ser,” 
or “ outblower’’—a shell that blows out 
its contents without exploding. If it were 
a firecracker, ,American boys would call 
it a squib. For Ausbldser we have no 
single English word that I can recall. 

The Russians seem to have got a bad 


‘bargain in a good deal of their ammuni- 


tion, for there was an appalling amount 
of Blindgaingers and Ausbldsers strewn 
over the scene of the Lake Narocz opera- 
tions—more than I have seen on any other 
front. 

Much of the stuff consisted of: Japanese 
shells. They are painted black and 
striped with a band of bright red. Land- 
ing in a field, the Japanese Ausblisers 
produce the effect of strange flowers. 
Those one is permitted to take home. 
Ausbliisers of Russian origin may not be 
carried away, because the Germans save 
them for the-sake of the copper bands.

Petain at the beginning of the present war 
was a colonel, with two years’ service as such 
to his record, and being just over 60 would have 
been obliged to retire with that rank on the 
score of age in the ordinary course of events 
had not the present conflagration taken place. 

Within four weeks after the commencement of 
hostilities he had been promoted to the rank of 
brigadier general, and three weeks later had 
advanced to the grade of general of division. In 
June of laSt year he was given the command of 
an army ‘corps, and in February last was ap- 
pointed by Gen. Joffre, at the pressing instance 
of Gen. the Marquis de Castelnau, to the com- 
mand of Verdun.

It gets into the 
icebox about 7 o'clock. _The supply 
must last until about the same hour the 
next morring. The probability is that 
some of it will stay in this box two days 
and some three days. _~ 

Milk when delivered in the large cities 
is seldom tess thar: twenty-four hours 
old. The quantity of thirty-six hour old 
milk is about the same as that twenty- 
four hours old. Some of ‘t is forty-eight 
hours old and some olver than that. 
Pasteurized milk is commenly eighteen 
hours old when it ie delivered. Some of 
it is forty-two hours old 

The time from pasteurizer to consumer 
is about half the time from cow to con- 
sumer in the case of raw milk. The 
city baby, thereforc, drinks little milk 
that is less than foity-eight hours old. 
Milk, unless it be exceedingly clean, will 
spoil to a mild degree uniess it is kept 
below 50, 

The city householder receives her day's 
supply of meat about 10 ia the morning. 
She puts it in the refrigerator and uses 
from it until breakfast time the next 


are at work in it when received. Un- 
less the tumperature is held below 50 
these bacteria continue to work. It oc- 
casionally nappens that a piece of meat 
is decomposed, enough when it is eaten 
to cause diarrhea and fever. . 

Vegetablés are delivered about 10 tn 
the morning. Vegetables are not infre- 
quently held In the refrigerator for sev- 
eral days. While spoiling is rare they 
lose some of their freshness and crisp- 
ness if held at a temperature over 60.

When the test on an orJinary refrig- 
erator was begun it contained eighty- 
six pounds cf ice. The rated capacity of 
the ice chamber is 100 peunds. The 
amount weighed out at the end of the 
test was forty-six pounds. The ice con- 


.| sumption was forty pounds. 


The average temperature of the room 
in which che refrigeratoxs stood was 74; 
the minimum was 70; the maximum was 
76. The average temperature of the 
outside air at the station, acccrding to 
the weather bureau -roport, was 65; 
maximum 68; minimum 6 The aver- 
age temperature of the food chamber 
was 56. The maximun: was 58;. the 
minimum was 54. , 

The door was opened twenty-three 
times. The average teriperature of the 
ice chamber was 54 The average dif- 
ference between the outside air and the 
food champer was 18 degrees. This 
differerce was maintained for twenty- 
four hours with an ice consumption of 
forty pounds, or 1.6€ pouids per hour, 

This, figared on the basis of $6 a ton 
for ice, shows a per die™ cost for re- 
frigeration of 12 cents. If this was an 
average day the cost for refrigeration 
would be $43.80. But according to Prof. 
Cox’s *“‘ Weather and Cli'mate of Chi- 
cago,” the mean temperature of Chicago 
is 48.7. But that is for the outside air. 
There is no way of knowing what is the 
mean temperature of the pantry in 
which the icebox stands. It is probable 
that jn the winter it ts around 70 and in 
the summer around 85. I would be dis- 
posed to say that the rhean for the year 
is at least 80. Thies wou @ add six more 
degrees to the difference between out- 
side and inside temperature, or 24 in- 
stead of 18 degrees. If it costs 1.66 
pounds of ice to mainta‘n eighteen de- 
grees of difference for one hour it would 
cost 2.21 pounds to marntain twenty- 
four degrees for an hour This would 
mean $58.60 cost per year for refrigera-

“A good refrigerator should maintain 
an average inside temperature of not 
higher than 45 degrees Fahrenh be- 
‘cause food spolle rapidly at 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit.

On July 28, 1915, in the columns of this 
paper we proposed a score card for ice 
refrigerators. In this score card we pro- 
posed that on a basis of 100 for a perfect 
temperature in the ice chamber 46 be al- 
lowed—in other words, that the tempera- 
ture of the food chamber, in rating a re- 
frigerator, was worth almost as much as 
humidity, drainage, interior finish, circu- 
lation of air, ice economy, exterior finish, 
and general appearance combined.

Iceboxes as compared with refrigera- 
tors are usually less wasteful of foe, On 
the other hand, iceboxes being harder to 
clean would be scored lower on interior 
nish. A perfect score on interior finish 
entitles the. box or refrigerator to 12. 

The next most important quality of an 

leebox is humidity. Bacteria will grow 
even at low temperatures in a moist me~ 
dum. The rate of growth, however, will 
be slow. It is, therefore, desirable that 
the interior of an icebox should be dry and 
water should not precipitate on the walls 
or anywhere else except the ice.

t the age of 25 he worked his way up from cabin boy to 
Captain in the merchant craft of Venice. Then he fell 
under Mazzini’s influence, drank in the ideas of “ Young 


Htaly,” indeperiden e, unity, and liberty, and became a mal- 
' content. 


In 1834 he tried to win over to revolution the 
feet of King Charles Albert of Piedmont. His mission 


was a failure; he escaped, disguised as a peasant, into. 


France, and in Marseilles he read his name in print for 
the first time—the Piedmontese government had condemned 
him to death. 

For twelve years (1836-1848) he disappeared from the 
OM world. After dabbling unsuccessfully with “the in- 
he took service under the infant 
fepublic of Rio Grande de Sul, which was then beginning 
® struggle for indepedence against the Brazilian empire. 
During these years he became the master ef gueryilla war- 
fare whom Europe was to admire in later years. His were 
two schools, the sea and the plateaus of South America. 
He lived on shipboard or in the saddle. He had all the 
distinctive qualities of a hero, but these qualities could not 
have existed, in a degree so preéminent, in the person either 
Of @ sage or of a saint. Without, on the one hand, the 
child-like simplicity that often degenerated into folly, and, 
on the other hand, the full store of common human passions 
that made him one with the multitude, he could never have 
been so ignorant of despair and doubt, so potent to over- 
Come his enemies, to spread his own infectious daring among 
nis followers and to carry men blindfold into enterprises 
Which would have been madness under any other chief.

| N 1848 Garibaldi returned to Italy, where the struggle 
| for independence had started again. The pope, Pio 
Nono, had been chased from Rome, and a republic had | 
been proclaimed in the Eternal City whose head was 
Mazzini. Garibaldi defended Rome against the French 
under the pressure of the 
French Catholic party, had sent to reinstate the pope into 
his secular power. In one of the skirmishes the Italian 
cavalry fled. They came bolting back at a pace which so 
aroused the indignation of Garibaldi that, regardless of 
dynamics, he reined up athwart their path, Behind him 
was his friend, the gigantic Negro, on his jet black horse. 


Like equestrian statues of Europe and Africa, they sat} 


immovable. One moment the Italian lancers, vainly tugging 
at their frightened steeds, saw these two loom in front; the 
next, down they all went together in a welter of beasts and 
men, With Garibaldi at the bottom. 

But all his prowess and skill were in vain’ Rome had to 
surrender, and Garibaldi withdrew with 4,000 volunteers, to 
continue in the mountains the fighting against the foreign 
oppressors of hie country. His last words to the crowd in 
Rome were these: “Fortune, who betrays us today, will 
smile on us tomorrow. I am going out of . (Let those 
who wish to continue the war against the stranger come 
with me. I offer neither pay, nor quarters, nor provisions; 
I offer hunger, thirst, forced marches, battles, and death. 
Tet him who loves his country in his heart and not. with 
his lips only follow me!” pee 

His plan of continuing the war proved impossible, but 
he escaped by a series of wonders and went to America 
again, this time to New York. Here he worked for a time 


he started traveling with a friend, and later on he got 
command of an old sailing ship bound for China. In the 
spring of 1854 he returned to Italy and settled down at 
Nice, which at that time was not yet the seat of inter 
national corruption. The days of the “ Risérgimento” had 
at last dawned with Victor Emmanuel and the great Cavour. 
Then he did the crowning work of his life, when he landed 
in 1860 with a thousand ill armed volunteers in the island 
of Sicily to overcome a garrison of 24,000 well armed and 
well disciplined men. When they started for the dangerous 
trip, “ How many are we, all told?” asked Garibaldi. “ With 
the sailors, more than a thousand,” was the reply. “ Eh, eh!

Before turning to examine the political 
consequences of continued Russian suc- 
cess, I desire to mention very briefly the 
situation that seems to exist now.

The allies have always maintained that 
at some time not later than this summer 
the central nowers would have to shorten 
their lines or suffer disaster. It is too 
soon to say that the Galician fighting 
demonstrates that this was an accurate 
forecast or constitutes a great disaster. 
Certainly it is a tremendous defeat, but 
we shall not have to wait long to see 
whether the allied prophets have at last 
been accurate. : 

Accepting the allied foréc ant for the 
moment, what should now happen is a 
withdrawal by the Germans either from 
France or from all the Russian territory 
which they now hold, save only Russian 
Poland. We may soon see the evacuation 
of France and even of Belgi or the 
retreat behind the Niemen and the Vis- 
tula. 

On the other hand, we may see that the 
Germans will be able to bring reserves 
into Galicia, restore the deadlock, stand- 
ing behind the Bug and Zlota Lipa and at 
the same time beat off any British at- 
tack in the west, an Italian offensive in 
the south, or allied operations in the 
Balkans. Yet even now it ts not too soon 
to say that we are witnessing what is 
intended by the allies to be the first move 
in the “ great push,” their supreme effort 
to win the war.

I like to count myself still reason- 
ably young, but when I: first saw China there was only one little piece -of rail- 
way in the country, and that was far away in the north.

Today the pigtails have vanished and the locomotive has 
triumphed. When I first saw India it was the backwater of the world. Nothing 
seemed to have happened there for forty years, and one thought the established 
order of things likely to be eternal. Yet I have since seen India become a 
ferment of new ideas, and each time I have revisited the country it _ seemed 
transformed afresh. 

The broadest and most unchanging factor in human history is the alternate 
outward pulsations of east and west. Since Vasco da Gama sailed round the 

cape to Calicut, and Yermak plunged into the forests of Siberia, the tide of 
domination has flowed from the west eastwards. The east was stunned for 
more than 300 years by western science and western arms. This generation 
sew the slackening of the tide at high water, and while the west is madly 
destroying its own manhood and its material resources, the tide is slowly and 
imperceptibly turning. ‘The enormous sacrifices of life and wealth in Europe 
are bound to have a reflex influence upon Asia. The comcecsssaes of the west 
is the opportunity of the east. 

I am not in the least attempting to raise horrific specters of a new Asiatic 
peril of a militant kind. We need never expect to see a new Mongol horde 
marching on Moscow or a new Suleiman battering at the gates of Vienna.

Such 
plants are eyesores in any windew gar-

All geraniums should be compact 
plants; with many branches, and it is an 
easy matter to make them so if we keep 
pinching and pruning them until they 
are as bushy as we want them to be. Be- 
gin this pinching-pruning treatment while 
the plant is small. Foree branches to 
start near the base of the pliant. 

If you nip off the top of it when it has 
reached a height of five or six inches 
branches will be put forth at each joint 
below, in almost every case, and these 
will give you a good foundation upon 
which to bulld for the future of the plant's 
usefulness. If the ends of these branches 
are nipped off, in turn, they will also pro- 


duce branches, and the result will be that |

"The brakes on my car do nét hold well, 
and, as I live several ‘miles from any 
place where an automobile mechanic its 
located, I do not know what to do to cor- 
rect the trouble. Can you make any sug- 
gestions? H. A. B., Van Tassel, Wyo. 


The safety of a car depends upon its brakes, 
}and care should be used to see that they are 
‘properly adjusted. You should be able to ad- 
just them without any help. Brakes should be 
adjusted go as to bind tightly when pressure 
is applied to them and be free and clear when 
the pedal or lever te released. A brake band 
or shoe that binds when the pressure Is released 
' produces friction and makes the car run hard. 
Before starting to adjust the brakes jack up the 
yrear wheel# clear of the ground and turn by 
hané first one and then the other. With the 
brake lever or pedal released the brakes should 
be free from the druma and prégent na resist- 


| ance to the turning of the wheels. If the brakes 


are clear in this position throw the lever or 
pedal on hard and again try to turn the wheels. 
If the adjustment ie correct it should be Impos- 
sible to move them. Adjustments are usually 
made by means of a turnbuckle by which the 
rod connecting the band or shoe to the lever 
or pedal may be shortened or lengthened. If 
the brake tsa of the type thet acts on drums on 
both rear wheels care should be taken to eee 
that both sides bind with equal force. To test 
this give the lever a little preseure and then 
turn by hand first one wheel and then the 
other. Any difference in the grip of the brakes 
may easily be judged and. adjustment shovid 
be made until they pull alike. Unevenly ad- 
justed brakes cause skidding.
